Earl R. (Shorty ) Watts doesn ’t 
rem em ber ev ery thin g abou t Dix on 
after the tu rn of the cen tu ry , bu t 
he does rem em ber the spirit of 
that sometimes sad, sometimes 
rollickin g era. 


Watts came to Dix on from Pen n ­ 
sy lv an ia as the n ew cen tu ry be­ 
g an . He was 18 an d a self-sty led 
pion eer. 


Nearly pen n iless, he first fou n d 
work on a farm an d beg an to 
stake his claim on the fu tu re. 


Du rin g an in terv iew recen tly , 
Shorty recalled the early 20th 
cen tu ry Dix on . 
“ You n ev er g ot 
rich workin g , y ou had to hav e 
lu ck,” he said, like 
a man who 
did hav e the lu ck. 


Sav in g the mon ey he cou ld from 
his farm labors, as a y ou n g man , 
he bou g ht a feed shed on what 
is n ow Hig hlan d Av e., an d estab­ 
lished a storag e ren tal bu sin ess. 
He then pu rchased a liv ery stable 
at 113 Third St., an d beg an a ca­ 
reer which was to last some 35 
y ears. 


Woikin g in con ju n ction with the 
already famou s Nachu sa Hotel, 
Shorty fou n ded Dix on ’s first tax i 
serv ice. 


“I fu rn ished a horse bu s team 
for the hotel in those day s,” 
Shorty recalled, “ an d carried pas­ 
sen g ers to an d from the railroad 
depot—at a charg e of 25 cen ts for 
a rou n d-trip ticket.” 


Man y of his passen g ers were 
famou s; some were n ot. 
There 
w ere trav elin g salesmen , 
their 
tru n ks bu lg in g with mercharKli.se. 
There 
were 
e v a n 
g e l i s t s 
an d 
preachers 
who 
chortled 
their sermon s at Assembly Park, 
an historic Dix on meetin g g rou n d 
for y ears. There were v au dev ille 
sin g ers an d actors. 


As the bu sin ess g rew, he added 
m ore horses to the liv ery an d 
hired mail carriers to deliv er 
mail at $1 a day . 


“That was abou t 19 12,” said 
Shorty . 
“Third Street still had 
dirt roads an d they already had 
beg u n to u se the first in ter-u rban 
street car here between Dix on 
an d Sterlin g . 
I saw them pu t 
’em in an d take ’em ou t.” 
Shorty also rem em bers the lon g 
ru n between Dix on an d the Shef­ 
field Hotel in Gran d Detou r. “It 
was qu ite a resort then ,” he said. 
The tax i bu sin ess thriv ed an d 
Shorty ex pan ded his flou rishin g 
bu sin ess. 
He tore down part of the liv ery 
an d in stalled 
a con crete floor 
which 
con sisted 
of 
han d-made 
blocks of cemen t. 
Bu t the n ew cen tu ry pu shed 
on an d the au tomobile g ain ed the 
fan cy of American s ev ery where. 
Shorty bou g ht the first motor- 
driv en tax i here abou t 1920 an d, 
in time, the on ce imperv iou s sta­ 
tion of the horse had been ov er­ 
ru n .

CAO XA, Vietnam (N'EA) — 
Early each morning the parish 
priest of this village gathers the 
people for Mass. It is hot in the 
church and the people perspire 
and pray in the airless presence 
of Christ.

“God lie with y ou.” 
The priest takes off his clerical 
robe and studies his flock 
‘‘And non,” he announces, “we 


shall have machine gun practice.” ! 
It is no jest. Father Nguy en 
Huu Du, 47. is a warrior priest 
and the devoted, militant mem­ 
bers of his congregation are neo­ 
soldiers. 


Blasphemous? Perhaps. But be­ 
cause he is what he is and be­ 
cause they are what they are. 
this steamy settlement of 4.000 
Vietnamese has brazenly with­ 
stood Communist intimidation for 
over 2 0 y ears. 


The priest, so gossip the people,

is a refugee from the north. He 
fled the Hanoi regime in 1954 and 
brought with him a fiercely Cath­ 


olic blindly patriotic band of rag­ 
amuffin followers.
